Albany City Attorney Lawr- 
ence D. Saler won another 
vound with the San Francisco 
Bay Conservation and Develop- 
ment commission in court last 
Wednesday, when Alameda 
County Superior -Court~ Judge 
Thomas W. Caldecott denied 
BCDC’s request for a- prelimi- 
nary injunction to halt this 
city’s tidelands fill project. 

BCDC has indicated it may 
appeal the denial, but mean- 
while the filling of the bay con- 
tinues and may continue until 
a full-blown trial comes up in 
Six months or so, 

(Albany is making much 
more headway with BCDC than 
its neighbor to the south, Em- 
eryville, who could not stop the 
preliminary injunction and had 
to close its bay fill project.) 


According to Saler, Judge 
Caldecott ruled that Albany’s 


fill is a ‘‘project’”’ in terms of 
the McAteer-Petris Act, which 
created BCDC last year. BCDC 
contends Albany is conducting 
a “random dumping operation”’ 
and does not meet the defini- 
tion of “project,’’ primarily be- 
cause ‘there was no detailed 
Albany plan when the commis- 
sion was created.

Judge Caldecott said, “We 
seem to have the feeling that 
the word ‘project’ is limited to 
two uses: recreation and parks 
tacilities.’’ He add- 
ed the word could also apply to 
sewer disposal, refuse disposal; 
in fact anything the city is un- 
dertaking He decreed’ the 
city’s contract with operators 
of the sanitary Jandfill com- 
pany is a refuse disposal pro- 
ject. 

ECDC said “‘irreparable dam- 
age’’ would result to the bay if 
filling were allowed to  con- 
tinue, but the judge said there 
also is potential damage to the 
city and eperators if the 
preliminary injunction were 
granted.
